His feat of fashioning Marshall's football squad into an undefeated, united aggregation in one year has earned 
for Wayne Bradburn the title of The Times Western Carolina High School football coach of the year. 

Bradburn becomes the first schoolboy coach to be thus honored by The Times sports department, which hopes to 
make this an annual award. 

Unbeaten seasons are not new to Bradburn. Last year as coach of Garner-Webb College he directed the un- 
beaten Bulldogs to the State Junior College football title and to the Golden Isle Bowl in Brunswick, Georgia. 
Gamer-Webb ranked fourth in the nation. 

Wayne played football at the Marshall High and was captain and quarterback of the last undefeated team back 
in 1938. That year he won a berth on the All Blue Ridge Conference team and placed on the second team All 
Western. 

He graduated from the Western Carolina Teachers' College with a B. S. degree and mastered at the University 
of Tennessee. Wayne has been in the coaching profession for seven years, six of which were spent at Garner-
